Key additions: An attention-grabber at the Carolina Challenge, 20-year-old Jamaican Dane Kelly is young 
but could have what it takes to help remove the sting of the loss of Neagle and Heinemann. The Battery 
also made an interesting addition to their midfield with New Zealand international Cole Peverley. Peverley 
was called into the All Whites' squad this month for exhibition games against China and Japan, and at just 
22 years old could become a mainstay for his country in the future after just missing out on the World Cup 
Squad last year. 

The Coach's Opinion: "We're seeing a lot of good habits from the players we have back and the players that 
we're going to be getting on board. We have about six to eight trialists in camps, and even the guys we're 
not going to be able to keep showed a lot of promise also, which means we were able to get in some good 
players to fill those holes."

Key Departures: Maybe the best news of the offseason for the Eagles was the retention o 
the core of its 2010 team. While some of the team's depth will need to be replaced, both 
Chris Klotz and Chris Lemons departed in the offseason, Klotz remaining with the club to b 
part of its youth program, all of the Eagles’ starting line-up is returning which should allow 
the side to hit the around running when the 051 PRO season begins. 

Key Returnees: Steffens is quick to emphasize the Eagles’ team' philosophy, but Charlotte 
will certainly be hoping Columbian Jorge Herrera can at least match his outstanding per- 
formance in the 2010 season. Herrera finished fourth in USL-2 with six goals last season and added two 
assists, earning All-League First Team honors in the process. 

Key Additions: Playoff contenders can usually point to a strong presence in goal as a reason for their 
success, and the Eagles think they've found a good one in former PDL Goalkeeper of the Year Eric Reed.

Only a few short years aqo, mentioning the Rochester Rhinos would cause aficionados to relish in the 
tradition established by the club. A tradition of winning - a tradition of excellence. Armed by their 
dominance over the USL and impressive record against Major League Soccer teams, Rochester was a 
destination for many players and a source of pride for the flower city. After surviving financial peril and 
an ownership change the club hadn't met the expectations of the fans and its new owner, Chairman and 
CEO Robert Clark. 


As the 2009 postseason came to an end the team wasn't meeting achieving its hiah standards, nor the 
fans expectations and Clark was well aware of it. And so change was in the air and Clark decided to go 
a different route with the General Manager and Head Coaching positions. Clark was looking hit a home 
run. And so a call went out to the man who helped auide the Rhinos to on-the-field alory and one of 
soccer's most dominant teams from 1998 to 2004 - Pat Ercoli. Ercoli was hired as the club's third GM 
in October, 2009. "We were thrilled to reunite Pat with the Rhinos organization," said Clark. "We knew 
he would play a critical role in strengthening our ties to the community and developing our players." 


Erocli, managed the Rhinos for nine seasons from 1996 - 2004. During that time his clubs won four 
consecutive championships, including the 1999 U.5. Open Cup title. Ercoli's desire to see the team 
win апа carry on a tradition he helped establish was quite eveident. "| was happy to be back involved 
with the Rhinos" said Ercoli. “| watched and was appreciative that Rob Clark and his family rose to the 
challenge to keep soccer alive in Rochester. The organization has a great tradition and as | watched the 
team play | knew | wanted to participate." 


Ercoli's first duty as the club's new General Manager was to find a coach that he knew could lead the 
franchise on the field and carry on that tradition. Ercoli made one phone call — that call was to Bob Lilley. 
Lilley was well known in Rochester for previously leading some of Rochester biggest rivals, the Hershey 
Wildcats, Montreal Impact and Vancouver Whitecaps to on-field success. During his tenure he had led 
his clubs to a USL Championship with Vancouver (over Rochester in 2006), two title game appearances 
and was named Coach of the Year twice for his efforts. "We were looking for a coach who understood 
the expectations and tradition of Rhinos soccer" said Ercoli. "Bob understood that tradition from having 
coached against us in the past and he has a proven track record coaching teams with similar traditions." 


That tradition did not go unnoticed by Lilley. "The tradition the Rhinos forged in this league is 

second to none and it was an exciting opportunity to work with Pat Ercoli instead of against him." 

The decisions made during the offseason appeared early on to be effective. Opening the 2010 
season with only three returning players, Rochester played their first four games of the season on the 
road. With one of the youngest teams in franchise history, the club stared out 2-1-1 before return- 
ing home. The next four games would be a struagle as new players had difficulty finding their way and 
meshing with each other going 1-2-1 in that span. 


Just when some could have begun questioning the new direction the club was headed, Lilley, who has a 
reputation of teaching and developing young players watched as his club would go on a 14-4-4 run into 
August, placing them in position to catch Austin for the number one overall position in the league. New 
Rhinos like Alfonso Motagalvan, Tyler Rosenlund, Heal Kitson, and Tyler Bellamy to name a few, quickly 
developed into players that fans rooted for and ones that Lilley relied on. "The players put in a lot of 
work and they deserve the successes thay have had" said Lilley. Before long the Rhinos had stood atop 
the league, capturing the overall regular season title. They would look to the playoffs with the hopes of 
improving upon their regular season success. 


The club began the postseason in a familiar place — in Puerto Rico. Rochester had watched their season 
come to an end in each of the last two seasons both at the hands of the Islanders. The result wasn't 
much different. Despite winning a match at home 2-1, the Rhinos lost the series 5-2 on aggregate, 
once again ending their season early.But unlike seasons before this time the club, players, and its fans 
could look to next year with optimism. Armed with over a dozen returning players in 2011, along with 
new acquisitions such as Quavas Kirk, Tony Donatelli and Kendall Jagdeosinah, Lilley and his staff of Bill 
Sedgewick and Billy Andracki look to build upon last year and continue to rebuild the tradition of 
Rochester soccer at long last.

Law 1: FIELD of PLAY 


Law 2: BALL The ball is made of leather or other safe, approved material: 27 to 28 inches in circumference. 14 to 16 inches, inflated 
to a pressure of 9.0 to 10.5 psi. : 


Law 3: NUMBER of PLAYERS A maximum of 11 players on the field for each team. One of who must be designated as a goalkeeper. 
Up to four substitutes may be used by each team. 


Law 4: PLAYERS EQUIPMENT Jersey, shorts, stockings, shinguards and shoes; The goalkeeper's jersey color must distinguish him 
from other players and the referee. A player may not wear anything dangerous to another player. 


Law 5: REFEREE One referee is appointed for each match. He is responsible.for enforcement of the laws; serving as timekeeper; 
disciplining players; Stopping the match if, in his opinion, a player has been seriously hurt; preventing persons other than the players 
апа linesmen from entering the field withoutshis permission. All decisions by the referee are final. 


Law 6: LINESMEN Two linesmen are appointed to assist the referee in controlling the match by indicating offsides, when a ball has 
crossed a touchline and which team should put it into play with a throw-in; when a ball has crossed а goal line and whether it should 


be put back into play with а goal kick or corner kick; when an infraction has been committed; and whether a goal has been scored 
fairly. 


Law 7: DURATION of the GAME Two equal periods of 45 minutes. The referee may extend the time for long or unusual delays, such 
as injury or time-wasting by a team. 


Law 8: START of PLAY The team that wins the coin flip can either choose which end of the field it wishes to defend or take the kick- 
off. Each team must remain on its own half of the field and the defending players must be a minimum of ten yards away from the 
ball until it is kicked forward and rolled its full circumference. A goal cannot be scored directly from the kickoff. After a goal, the team 
scored upon kicks off. After halftime the kickoff is taken by the team that did not kick off to start the game. drop ball: When the 
referee Stops play for a reason other than a rule infraction or a delay such as a player injury, he starts play by dropping the ball where 
the ball was when the play was stopped. A drop ball is not in play until it hits the ground. 


Law 9: BALL IN and OUT of PLAY The ball is out of play when (A) it has completely crossed the goal-line or touchline, whether on the 
ground or in the air, or (B) the game has been stopped by the referee. The ball is in Play at all times from the beginning to the end 
of a half, including when it remains on the field after striking the referee, linesmen, goal post, crossbar, or corner flag; and after an 
assumed infringement of the laws, until the referee stops play. 


Law 10: METHOD of SCORING A goal is scored when the whole ball has passed over the goal line, between the goal posts and under 
the crossbar while it is legally in play. 


Law 11: OFFSIDE А player is in an offside position if he-is nearer to his opponents goal line than the ball, unless (A) he is in his own 
half of the field of the play, or (B) there are at least two of his opponents as close or closer to their own goal. 

A player is penalized for being in ап offside position only if, at the moment the ball touches or is played by a teammate, he is (in 
the opinion of the referee) (A) interfering with play with an opponent, or (B) seeking to gain an advantage by being in that position. 
A player iS not declared offside by the referee (A) merely because of his being in an offside position, or (B) if he receives the ball 
directly from a goal kick, corner kick, or throw-in, or when it has been dropped by the referee. 


Law 12: FOULS and MISCONDUCT A team whose player intentionally attempts or actually kicks, trips, jumps at, charges violently, 
charges from behind, strikes or spits at, holds or pushes an opponent, or handles the ball is penalized by a direct kick. Any one of 
these nine offenses committed in the.penalty area by a defender results.in the awarding of a penalty kick to the attacking team. A 
team whose player commits less flagrant fouls such-as offsides, dangerous play or obstruction is penalized by an indirect free kick. 
The referee may caütion a player (or others) for persistent misconduct, dissent, ungentlemanly:conduct or entering the field without 
permission; the offender is Shown a yellow card. The referee also may send off (eject) a player (or others) for foul or abusive lan- 
guage, or persistent misconduct after receiving a caution. The player sent off the filed may not be replaced. 


Law 15: FREE KICK А direct free kick from which а goal can be scored directly against the offending team; an indirect free kick 

from which a goal cannot be scored unless the ball has been touched by another player before entering the aoal. In both cases, the 
offending team's player must be at least ten yards from the ball until the ball has been touched, and the ball must be still. (Note: A- 
League rules call for defenders to stand at least fifteen yards from the ball on all free kicks.) 


Law 14: PENALTY KICK A direct free kick from the penalty spot All players except the player taking the kick and the opposing player 
taking the kick and the opposing goalkeeper must remain outside the penalty area until the ball is kicked. The defending goalkeeper 


may move laterally along the goal line prior to the striking of the ball, but he may not move forward until the ball is struck by the 
shooter. 


Law 15: THROW-IN The method for putting the ball back into play after it has wholly passed over the touchline. A player from the 
team that did not touch the ball last takes the throw-in from the point on the touchline where the ball exited the field; he throws by 
using both hands to deliver the ball from behind and over his head; a part of each foot is either on the touchline or on the ground 
outside the touchline. An indirect free kick will be awarded if a goalkeeper picks up the ball with his hands after receiving a throw-in 
from a teammate. 


Law 16: GOAL КІСК The method for putting the ball back into play after it has wholly crossed the goal line after being touched by a 
player from the attacking team. A player from the team that was defending kicks the ball from his own goal area. 


Law 17: CORNER KICK The method for putting the ball back into play after it has wholly crossed the goal line after being last touched 
by a player from the defending team. A player from the attacking team kicks the ball from the corner nearest to where the ball exited 


the field.
